Victoria, B. C.f Jan. 2 5 —Of the IM 
people on board the steam er Valencia 
when she struck near Klanaway rock, 
five m iles from Cape Beale, at 11:45 
o’clock on Monday night and met dis­ 
aster, but fifteen w ere saved. 
Seven 
were passengers and eight were m em ­ 
bers of the crew. 
T he dead number 
13b, the greatest loss of life in the 
north Pacific since th e “Pacific” w as 
lost in 1875. 
The Valencia, in whose 
rigging about thirty people were cling­ 
ing frantically waving for assistance 
which could not be given when the 
steam er Queen left the scene at 11:30 
a. rn., broke up about 5 o’clock p. rn., 
sw eep in g to death those few who had 
survived these terrible hours of priva­ 
tion, chilled and numb to the limit of 
hum an endurance by clouds of spray, 
which swept 
over them. 
The 
tug 
Borne, which Mayor Morley sent at 
l l 
p. in. after 
the 
sad news 
w as 
brought by the Queen of men clinging 
to th e rigging 
of the 
partially sub­ 
m erged vessel 
and the 
bluejackets 
who went on lier by order of Captain 
Parry of H. M. S. 
Egeria with surf 
boats to endeavor to reach the wreck, 
will arrive too late, as 
the sea had 
claim ed all before th e Queen reached 
Victoria. 


Clinging to the Rigging. 


The steamer Queen, which arrived 
at G p. rn. from the scene of the wreck 
of the Valencia, reports that when the 
Queen left the wreck at 11:30 a. rn., 
being relieved by the steamer City of 
Topeka from Seattle, there were still 
from twenty to thirty people cling­ 
ing to the rigging of the after mast, 
the fore part 
of the steamer 
being 
submerged. 
The steam er lay broad­ 
side against the shore. 
By 1:30 p. rn., 
when the tide would be at its flood, 
it w as expected the greater part of the 
hull would be submerged. 
With the 
heavy southwest sea then running the 
atter houses would without doubt bn 
washed away, 
with the 
rigging in 
which the few 
remaining survivors 
w ere 
clinging, frantically 
signalling 
lor assistance. 
The only hope when 
the Queen left was that a rescue could 
be effected with lines from land, or it 
the sea should go clown and the un­ 
fortunates still survive rest ue might. 
be made from 
a smaller tug. which 
could approach closer to the wreck 
than the tug Czar, which tried vainly 
to reach the passengers.

Fifteen P e rs o n s Saved. 


Advices from Cape Beale say that 
fifteen men have arrived, one of thr m 
w ho is the boatswain, tho others be­ 
ing sailors. 
They reported a passen 
ger list of 94 and a crew of GO and 
said that when they left the w reck 
th ere 
were 
about 
IOO persons 
on 
board, a large 
percentage 
of whom 
w ere women and children, who were 
on the Quarter deck. 
Two boats w ere 
sm ashed alongside and all the occu­ 
pants drowned. 
The fifteen persons saved are:

Vessel A m i d the Surf. 


Amid the surf which dashed furiously 
against the rocks the dim outline of 
the ship, was barely, visible. 
Owing 


to the cloudiness of the sky and the 
blinding wind and rain it was impos­ 
sible to make out much, even with a 
powerful 
glass. 
Occasionally 
when 
the 
white 
w aves made 
a 
suitable 
background w hat was above' tho wa­ 
ter could be seen 
with comparative 
clearness. 
T w o 
masts 
were 
quite 
plainly outlined and the funnel was 
still standing. 
Being high tide, the deck was com­ 
pletely submerged with the exception 
of a small portion of the how. 
As far 
as could be seen there was nobody on 
the derks or in the rigging. 
Every­ 
thing seemed perfectly bare. 
The Valencia was lying stern to­ 
ward the beach, with the seas dashing 
over the boat’s side. 
Judging roughly she must be about 
150 feet from shore, perhaps more. 
The Czar got much closer than the 
Salvor, and 
returning, 
reported to 
Captain Troup of the latter vessel. 
“Did you notice anyone standing In 
the rigging?” shouted the captain. 
’’No,” was the reply from the tug’s 
tkipper. 
"But there is something fly­ 
ing from the m asts; I can’t just make 
out what It is.” 
After 
slight. 
hesitation 
Captain 
Troup asked whether it could possibly 
be one of the passengers 
who as a 
last resort might be clinging desperate­ 
ly to the m ast in 
the hope of being 
saved. 
Those on tho tug did not think such 
a thing could be possible, inc lining to 
the opinion that it was simply a piece 
of sail or som ething 
r# that nature. 
Nor docs it seem reasonable to believe 
that there could be anything alive on 
the ship in her present condition. The 
appearance she presents as she lies 
hopelessly aground 
with the 
water 
covering everything but her m asts and 
funnel make 
it impossible 
to con­ 
ceive of anyone remaining with ber 
since the occurrence of the disaster at 
midnight on Monday. 
This was the conclusion arrived at 
by the seam en on the steamer Salvor. 
Even if anyone was then on the ves­ 
sel it would have been perilous indeed 
for the three steam ers then available, 
the Salvor, the Queen and the Czar, 
with their combined crews, to have 
got sufficiently ( lose to pass a line to 
the deck of the wreck. 
As Captain 
Troup remarked, “rescue 
from sea­ 
ward is im possible, if there is anyone 
still on 
board. 
It must 
com e from 
shore.”

French and G e rm an Delegates at A l ­ 
g e b r a s Not in Accord. 
Algebras, Spain, Jan. 25.— The con­ 
fidential exchanges now going on in 
the Moroccan 
conference here 
dis­ 
close the 
difficulty of arranging 
an 
agreement that both France and Ger­ 
many will aceept. 
The German dele­ 
gates put forward the attractive plea 
of disinterestedness and equal privi­ 
leges for all countries. 
The French 
delegates, on the other hand, maintain 
that France cannot be disinterested. 
They affrm that having followed an 
active policy 
in Morocco 
for eight 
years and having obtained numerous 
advantages France should not now be 
asked to take the same position as all 
the rest of the world. 
France 
virtually enunciates 
in a 
modified form the principle of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine in Northwest Africa. She 
has acquired and holds a position to­ 
ward Morocco that, according to ber 
view, m akes equal political influence 
with other powers impossible. 
On tho 
question 
of 
economic 
equality 
she 
says “yes,” but on 
that of political 
-equality—stie answers “no.” 
Germany insists on political equal­ 
ity. 
The real struggle, however, is over 
the political future of Morocco. France 
would rather withdraw from the con­ 
ference than tie up the political des­ 
tiny of Morocco by international con­ 
trol. 
W hile this is not an authorita­ 
tive official utterance, it unmistakably 
represents the feeling of the French 
delegation. 
France refuses to be ex 
eluded from what she holds til be the 
legitimate expansion of her influence 
in Northern Africa. 
The French dele­ 
gates appear to realize that the cur 
rent 
of th e 
conference 
is 
against 
them, because neutral powers such as 
the 
United States 
lean toward 
the 
idea of disinterested equality, rather 
than toward 
France’s special 
geo 
graphical and historical paramountcy. 
Germany will press 
for the Inter 
nationalization 
of 
the 
police. 
It 
should be- understood that this ques­ 
tion of police does not refer to the or­ 
dinary forces for the maintenance of 
local order, but, in the larger sense, 
to the semi-military body, which is to 
exercise a powerful general influence 
France 
counts on 
Great 
Britain, 
Russia, Spain and Portugal. 
Germany believes that her views as 
to international control have been ac­ 
cepted 
in principle 
by the 
United 
States, Austria and 
Sweden. 
Italy 
and BeJbium are noncommittal. 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
25.— W hen 
the 
smoke of the liveliest legislative bat­ 
tle of the session had cleared up In 
the house during the day, Speaker Can­ 
non and his organization were in com­ 
plete control and the joint statehood 
programme of the administration had 
been adopted. 
Forty-three Republican “insurgents” 
went down 
to defeat, having 
voted 
vainly with the Democrats to gain con­ 
trol of the rule, tho terms of which ara 
to govern the 
statehood bill 
in its 
passage through Hie house. 
The vote 
ordering the previous question on the 
rule was 192 ayes and 1G5 nays. This 
clearly defeated the 
opposition, the 
full strength of which was polled, and 
little interest was taken on the vote 
tor the adoption of 
the rule, which 
immediately followed and w as carried 
by a majority of thirty. 
Previous to the vote the debate on 
the rule had proceeded under high ten­ 
sion. 
The speeches were 
short but 
the words uttered were hot and full of 
sting. 
’Fbe 
veterans, Payne, 
Dalzell 
and 
Grosvenor, upheld 
the organization. 
Pitted against them were the leaders 
of the insurgents, 
Babcock, Mondell 
and Jones of Washington. 
Mr. Taw­ 
ney, one of the erstwhile Insurgents, 
arose and announced his acquiescence 
in the will 
of the organization 
and 
Mark 
Smith, the 
veteran 
delegate 
from Arizona, just as sorrowfully in­ 
terpreted this action as the "most un­ 
kind thrust of all.” 
The rule adopted provided that tho 
bill granting statehood to Oklahoma 
and the Indian Territory as “Oklaho­ 
ma,” and Arizona and N ew Mexico as 
“Arizona,” should be debated until 3 
o’clock p. rn. the following day and 
then voted on without opportunity for 
am endment. 


L O D G E P R E S E N T S H I S V I E W S . 


M a s sa ch u se tts Senator Defe nd s Policy 
of the Administration. 
W ashington, 
Jan. 25.— Mr. 
Lodge 
during the day presented in the senate 
his view s on the policy of the adminis­ 
tration in the matter of the Algeciras 
conference over Morocco and also with 
reference to Santo Domingo. 
He de­ 
fended the course of the president in 
both instances, contending 
that our 
representation at the Moroccan con­ 
ference is essential to the protection 
of American commercial interests and 
that only by the course pursued in 
Santo Domingo could foreign nations 
have been prevented from seizing the 
custom s houses of that country and 
securing a position there which might 
threaten the approaches to—the Pana­ 
ma canal. 
Mr. 'Feller made a brief speech in 
support of the senate’s prerogative in 
treaty-making.

St. Paul, Jan. 25.—After six months 
of searching inquiry into the affairs 
of the state < apitol com m ission by offi­ 
cials of a state administration of the 
opposing political party, the governor 
has given out the report of the find­ 
ings of Public Examiner Kerst with a 
statem ent admitting that he has found

to 
criticise.

The governor made public the report 
and with it gave out a statement re­ 
garding it. 
The report goes into de­ 
tail in the

C e d e s the Island to the Republic of 


Cuba. 


W ashington, Jan. 
25.— The treaty 
under which the United States relin­ 
quished to Cuba all claim or title to 
the Isle of Pines, which has been pend 
lug sin ce Nov. l l , 1903, has been or­ 
dered reported by a 
majority of the 
sen ate committee on foreign relations. 
There will be a m inority report pre­ 
sented by Senator Morgan and signed 
by tw o or more m em bers of the com­ 
m ittee amending the treaty so as to 
give additional protection to the in­ 
terests of Americana w ho have invest­ 
m ents on the islands. 
A s reported by 
the majority, the treaty is exactly as 
it w as made public on Nov. 24, 1903. 
It provides that the title to the is ­ 
land shall be relinquished to Cuba in 
consideration of the grants of coaling 
and naval stations in 
Cuba hereto­ 
fore m ade by the Cuban government 
to the United States. 
It is the con­ 
tention of the majority of the foreign 
relations committee 
that Article 3 
gives ample protection to American in ­ 
terests. 
This article 
stipulates that 
citizens of the United States, who at 
the tim e of tile exchange of ratifica­ 
tions of the treaty shall be residing 
or holding 
property 
in the Isle 
of 
P ines, shall suffer no diminution of the 
rights and privileges 
they have ac­ 
quired. 
They may rem ain there or re­ 
move' therefrom, retaining 
in either 
event 
all their 
rights of 
property. 
T hey shall have the right to carry on 
their industry, com m erce and profes­ 
sions, being subject to such laws as 
are applicable to other foreigners. 
A favorable 
report on the 
treaty 
w as made more than two years ago. 
but upon objection of senators repre­ 
sen tin g the interests of American in­ 
vestors, ratification w as prevented and 
finally the treaty 
w as recommitted. 
T he opposition com plained particular­ 
ly of a lack of schools and roads, but 
th ese objections, it is said, have been 
m et by the Cuban government.

residuary estate. 
In addition 
to the 
sum left for the m useum various be­ 
q uests 
aggregating 
$17,568,000 
arc 
m ade to relatives and friends of the 
testator. 
W ith these excep tions the esta te is 
to be kept intact until one of the tw o 
sons of Marshall Field, Jr., grandsons 
of the testator, shall have reached the 
age of fifty years. 
T h ey are now nine 
and tw elv e years of age, respectively. 
Marshall Field, Jr., died on Nov. 27, 
1905, of a bullet wound accidentally in­ 
f l i c t e d while handling a revolver. 
T h e 
executors of the 
will are 
the 
M erchants l oan A- Trust com pany, a 
bank in which Mr. Field held a large 
am ount of stock; Chauncey Keep, an 
old friend of Mr. Field, and Arthur B. 
Jones, w ho for m any years had been 
Hr. Field's secretary and confidential 
man. 
T h e business of Marshall Field & 
Co. is to be m aintained as a portion of 
the residuary estate. 
B e ca u se of the failure to file a pe­ 
tition for the appointm ent of a d m in is­ 
trators, tho valu e of the esta te was 
not furnished to the court 
and even 
the executors th e m se lv e s are not able 
at this time 
to e s tim a te 
it with a c­ 
curacy.

It is further directed that when 
Marshall Field, in ., shall attain the 
age of twenty-live years, he shall be 
given for lim ow n use absolutely the 
sum of $4 50,000 and ti like sum when 
he shall attain respectively the a g es 
of thirty, thirty-five and forty years. 
T h e grandson, Hem*;, is to receive 
w hen he shall attain the age of tw en ­ 
ty-five years, the sum of $300,000 and
